It is known the government is 


considering as one of the initial

indicate that the heaviest en- 
listment* are in the east. 
While great stress has been 


laid on the need of men for 
the navy, the army has drawn 
the greater number. 


During the period from 


February 1 to March 20, a to- 
tal of 8,700 men had been en- 
listed throughout the country 
'for the regular army. The 
general national average, in- 
cluding Sundays and holi- 
days, has been well over 200 


each day from February 1 to 
March 20, as against 165 dur- 
ing January. 


Army recruiting has show- 


ed a steady increase since No- 
vember, but no noticeable in- 
crease has been shown as a re- 
sult of tha international cri- 
sis.

DO FLIES HAVE 


Tho house fly has a number 


of natural enemies. The worm 
known as the house centipede 
devours the fly in great num- 
bers. Certain bettles devour 
the pupa. There is also a red- 
dish mite that is very destruc- 
tive to the fly. 


•In the latter part of the fly 


season, flies are often found 
stuck to the window pane, 
with a whitish looking mate- 
rial radiating from the fly up- 
on the glass in every direc- 
tion. This is an illustration of 
death caused by one of sev- 
eral fungus diseases which at- 
tack the fly. 


The majority of flies are 


killed by cold weather, fungus 
diseases, and natural enemies, 


INSECT ENEMIES? 


as described under "Do Flies 
Have Insect Enemies?" Oth- 
ers die a natural death, being 
simply worn out and having 
completed their life work. 
Some of them hibernate or 
pass the winter in a resting 
stage. 


A favorite place for hiber- 


nation is between wall paper, 
which is slightly loose, and 
the wall. They may also be 
found in crevices, or any 
warm place. The fly does not 
eat in this stage. On dissec- 
tion, according to Dr. Hewitt, 
it has been found that the ab- 
domen of hibernating indi- 
viduals is packed with fat 
cells, which sustain the fly 
throughout the winter.

The devastated 
district, including about one-thiri 
of the city, is half mile wide and 
two miles long. Martial law wa~ 
ia effect, two of the companies o 
the national guard ordered ou 
by the governor having arrived 
early today.

Although practically all th 


homeless were taken care of dur

^1,000,000,000 from the United 
States to France the Xew York 
World today declared the plans 
met with_ approval from every 
quarter.

unqualified approval of the plan. 
Telegrams from editors of news- 
papers in various parts of the 
country endorsing the idea were 
printed. 


•'Should France refuse to aeeept 


such a gift from this country, the 
World suggested it be made in the 
form of a loan, carrying only such 
interest as would pay its expenses, 
It wag declared Wall street had 
swung solidly behind the plan. 


"In urging that the United 


States government, hr an act of 


congress, should give $1,000,000,- 
000 to France," the World said to- 
day editorially, ''the World •» 
well aware that a thousand million 
dollars is a large sum, but it is 
not a large sum as war expendi- 
tures go." 


"This country could 
easily 


waste $1,000,000,000 in war with- 
out the accomplishment of a sin- 
gle important military result and 
that is what it is certain to do un- 
less it devotes its resources to sup- 
plying the deficiencies of the al- 
lies.

ELABORATE PLANS MADE FOR NEW N. & W. DEPOT 


Plans for the new Norfolk 


and Western passenger depot, 
upon which work will be start- 
ed this spring, according to an 
announcement made several 
months ago by the officials of 
the railroad, have been sub- 
mitted to City Engineer Sam- 
uel G. Harper. 


These plans provide for a 


huge concrete viaduct across 
the tracks on 
Chillicothe 


street, beginning at a point 
where Findlay street inter- 
sects and terminates at Kin- 
ney's Lane. 


The depot is to he built 


along the strip of ground re- 


cently purchased by the N. ft 
W., the south-eastern part of 
the building extending across 
Seventeenth street. The build- 
ing will be erected of ornate 
brick, 220 by 42 feet. 


There will be four tracks in 


front of the depot. The first 
track will be the east bound 


passenger track; the second, 
the west bound passenger 
track; the third, the east 
bound freight track and the 
last the west bound freight 
track. 


Enclosed platforms, 806 feet 


in length, are provided in 
front of the depot. Passen- 


gers will not be compelled to 
cross tracks, as underground 
passages are provided from 
one track to the other. 
A unique arrangement for the 


convenience of traffic seeking an 
outlet from the hill top has been 
provided. 
A paved street • is 


planned which will start adjacent 


to Chillicothe pike at Kinncy's 
Lane. This street runs south to a 
point where the present outgoing 
tracks cross Chillicothe street, 
thence on an angle, parallel with 
the tracks and the proposed de- 
pot, southeast to Sixteenth street, 
where it will intersect. 


Then an underground crossing 


is planned for Sixteenth street. 


The. plans also provide for an 


exchange of tracks between the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad and 
the Norfolk and Western rail- 
road. The Norfolk and Western 
is to take the Baltimore and 
Ohio tracks between Oallia street 
and Findlay street, -while the 
Baltimore and Ohio will take the 
west-bound N. & W. tracks. This 


plan will place all of the N. & Vf. 
trackage together. .

Washington, March 24.—With 


characteristic American business 
instinct, the administration today 
was building up its "war corpora- 
tion" to turn out a finished pro- 
duct designed to match the best 
n the world. The .Council of Na- 
;ional Defense met here today to 
discuss practical handling of iu* 
measures of war discussed yester- 
day in the cabinet meeting. Its 
experts will constitute the govern, 
ment's advisory body just as soon 
as war is announced by congress. 


In the meantime, the administra- 


tion is sounding a warning to the 
people of the nation that prepara- 
tions mint be made for the possi- 
bility of a long and bitter war. It 
is part of a "preparedness pro- 
gram" of the administration to 
"prepare" the people to a full 
realization of what sacrifices they 
must be ready to make; to achieve 
sober realization of the magnitude 
of the task ahead of the nation; to 
displace a careless optimism with 
a studious knowledge of what is 
ahead. 


Fart of this preparation is in ad- 


vance of the demands which will 
be made shortly by the govern- 
ment, for men, money, labor and 
materials, on a scale unprecedent-- 
td in the nation's history. The ad- 
ministration proposes no half way 
measures if it can be avoided. 


It is known the government is 


considering as one of the initial 
moves the loaning of a billion or 
more dollars to the Entente allies 
—provided the people approve 
such a step. 


The Council of National De- 


fense proposes to guard against 
extortionate war profits by indus- 
tries affected. 
The government 


will undoubtedly undertake some 
special taxing system to cut down 
many enormous surpluses 
How-
